four years, 1897-1900, as.a-fair criterion of 
Jopan’s present purchasing power, it will be 
seen, says tho report, that sho now takes nearly 
£26,000,00) worth of goods from ‘abroad, as 
compared with £4,500,000 in 1872, £7,250,000 
in 1880, and £13,0v0,000 in the exceptional year 
of 1890. In 1883 more than‘ haif tho total 
imports came from the United Kingdom, in 
1890 about one-third, in 1:98 cousiderably less 
than one-fourth, in 1899 little more than one- 
fifth, and in 1900 one-fourth. 
: In thelast-mentioned thres yearstheaggregato 
import trade of the whole British Empire bears 
p lees favourable ratio to the whole import trade 
-of Japan_than did that of the United_hingdom- 
atone in 1883; while-the trade. of tha United. 
Kingdom has in the period referred to:inoreased 
less thon ono and a half fold, that of Germany 
and cf. the .United States hag\in coach case 
grown more than tenfold. Not only is this the 
case at the present, but most stronuous efforts 
aro being madoin both the latter countries to 
propare the way for very considerable extensions 
in the future. 

While much of the suocess of Germany and tho 
United States must be ascribed to the: willing- 
ness of the manufacturers of both countries to 
cater speoially, for the requirements of the Ja- 
panese, to advertising, and to the vigilance of 
agents; some ofit—not the lenst parti—is un- 
doubtedly due to facilities of-thraugh transport 
from the reat of production in both countries to 
the destination of the goods in Japan. - - 

A striking feature is the development of the 

highly-subsidised Ji apn tonnage, 1883entries 
of Japancse vessels. were so . insigificant 
that “they were nob" considered - worthy, 
of the slightest notice in tha Consular 
report; in [900 they amounted in number to 
over 8,000 veasels of nearly 3,500,000 tons: in 
1872 Japan possessed ninety-six merchant 
steamers, of an aggregate tonnage of 23,384 
tous. They were.all, without exception, vessels 
which had been condemned by their origiual 
owners. In 1900 her merchant fleet included 
845 steamers of 528,321 tons, most of them 
vessel of the highest types of modern con- 
struction. ae : - 

Phe roturna for the first. six months of 
1901, published in the Bourd of Trade Journal 
last month, show the -total value’ of Japan's 
imports as. £13,332,000, ond of her exports is 
£11,774,0u0 the imports boing a decrease of 
over £3,300,000 as compared with the first six 
months of 1900, but still nearly £4,000,000 in 
excess of the value for the first half of 1899; 
and the exports uu increaso of £2,500,000 over 
the first half of 1900. :

Tho generals must know what effective men- 
sures were taken to stop attacks on trains in 
1870-71. Why have they not followed or im- 
proved on them during the last year? . Our 
politicians have been furnished by the Press 
with the fullest information on these points ; 
how is it that murderous raids on railway 
passengers are’still perpetrated with impunity ? 

My committee, Sir, are contont to call at- 
tontion io some of tho orders issued by General 
Sherman in 1864:— . 

“ You may order all your post and ‘district | 
commanders. that guerillas. ara not soldiers, but 
wild beasts unknowa to the usage of war, To 
be recognised as soldiers they imuat_be enlisted, 
enrolled, officarvd, cantformed, arined, and equip- 
ped by some recognised belligerent powor, and 
must, if detached from a main army, bo of 
sufficient strength, with written ordors from 
some military army commander, to’ do some 
military thing. Of course’ wo have cocognised 
the Confederate Government as a belligerent 
powor, but deny their right ‘to our lands, ter- 
ritories, rivers, coasts, and nationalty, admitting 
the right to rebel and movo to some other 
country where laws and customs are moro in 
accordanco with their own ideas and° pre- 
judices.” : . 

“Your military commanders, provost-marshals, 
and other agents may arrest all males ond 
females who have encouraged cr harboured 
guerillas or robbers, and you may cause them 
to be collected in Louisville;. and when you 
have enough, say 300 or 400, I! cause them 
to be soft down the Mississippi, through: their 
guorilla gauntlet, and by o sailing ship send 
‘them to a land where they may take their 
negroes and make a colony with Iuws and u 
future of their own. If they won't ‘live in 
peace in such a garden as Kentucky, why, we 
will kindly send them to another, if not a hetter 
land, and surely this would be a kindness, and a 
God's blessing to Kentucky, 

“The use of torpedoes in’ blowing up cars 
and the road after they aro in our possossion is 
simply malicious, It cannot altér the great 
problem, but simply makes troubie. Now if 
torpedoes are found in the possossion of an 
enomy to our rear, you may cansé them to be 
put on tho ground and tested by wagon loads of 
prisonors, or, if need be, by citizens implicated 
‘in their. use. Ih like manner, if a torpedo is 
suspected on any part of the ‘read; order the 
a ‘to be tested by a car load of prisoners, 

rawn by a long rope. Of course, on enemy 
cannot, complain of his own traps.” ao 

‘These orders were good envizh for Con- 
federate awashbucklers u year before the fall of 
Richmond. Why wonld' nut similar orders bo 
good enough for Boor swas!:jinckldry o year after 
the fall of Bloomfontien and Pretoria. Some of 
the best soldiers of the United States during 
tho recont war with Spain werd doseendants of 
men whom Sherman thus harried, : 

Tn fact, the very. essence of guérilla wartare 
are. vigour, severity, destrnetion, and surprise. 
Without these clomonts. this rile of a guorilla 
or ‘Partisan would be. ridiculous... Considoration 
and kindness he does not undorstand, aud is 
precluded, by the very nature of his desperate 
profession, from appreciating. 1 

The history of all ages and countries proves 
that the methods of Sherman and Moltke, and 
these methods alone, can stop guerilla warfare. 
Might we ask you, Sir, to halp ué to ascertain 
‘the truth ‘about two questions which are now 
asked wherever Englishmon congragate:—
